Thence he made his way 
into Decatur county, back inte Miller, and 
finally into this place. Everywhere he left 
behind him a record for vice and immorality, 

JOINED BY HIS MOTHER AND SISTER. 

Upon his arrival in this place he secured 
employment, aud evidenced a desire to change 
his career. He sent to Alabama for his mother, 
who had become Mrs. Roney, and his sister, 
Miss Isabella Roney. The true character of 
the family was soon developed. Neighbor- 
hood quarrels and scandals grew numeroas, 
and there was scarcely a family but fell under 
the ire of Mrs. Roney. Among those neich- 
bors was Marion Millirons and his wife. The 
exact relations of Millirons toward these wo- 
men isa subject of speculation: snftice it to 
say that the feud between Mrs. Roney and 
her daughter and Mrs. Millirons grew into an 
intensity which prepared the public mind’ for 
the terrible crime of August 1, 1885. 

THE STORY OF THE MURDER. | 

Mrs. Millirons was washing ata well near 
Hancock’s mill, andher husband being too 
unwell to goto bis daily work, was assisting 
her by drawing the water. Hudson, arming 
himeelf with a double-barrel shotgun,secreted 
himeelf in some bushes near the well, while 
bie mother and sister went up and began a 
murderous assaultupon Mrs. Millirons with 
battling sticks. illirens went to the rescue 
of his wite, offering no violence to the assail- 
ants, but simply shielding his wife from their 
blows, in doing which bis arms were badly 
battered and bruised. | 

Being thus foiled in their attempt to kill 
Mrs. Millirons, thetwo women turned upon 
Mr. Millirons, one grasping his arm, the other 
pounding him with the battling stick. Justat 
this juncture Willis Hudson ran up, and plac- 
ing the muzzle of his gun within a few feet of 
him, discharged the whole loadin his back. 
Millirons sank down immediately and thetwo 
fends in female form continued to beat him 
while in the agonies of death. 

Mrs. Millirons, coming up to the rélief of 
her dying husband, was again assaulted by 
the women, knocked down and would have 
been killed bad she not been rescued by par- 
ties attracted to the scene by the report of the 


gun, 


THE SENSATION CREATED. 

The news of this terrible and bioedy crimé 
fe)l with sickening efiect upen the commun- 
ity. .The incarceration of two white women 
aud a white man in jail under such a charge 
was something unusual. The women laughed 
at what they called the cowardice of Mrs. 
Millirons, and were defiant,treating the whole 
matter with uncancern. Willis alone seemed to 
realize that a crime had been committed, and 
began atonce to hedge for an excuse. He 
declared that he had been out hunting; that 
on approaching the scene of the killing he 
heard a scramble; on rushing up to the apot 
he beheld his sister, as he thought in the toils 
witha negre, and thus thinking he had 
fired the shot which laid Millirons low. 

At the fall term of Clay superior court Wil- 
lis Hudgon was put upon trial for the crime of 
murder. He was convicted, and pending an 
appeal to the supreme court sentence was sus: 
pended, 

DEATH CHEATS THE LAW: 

An adjourned term of the same court was 
called a week later for the purpose of trying 
the women. They appeared bold and defiant 
still, and astonished the audience by the cool 
manner in which they acted, They were 
found guilty of manslanghter and were 
notified to appear for sentence the next morn- 
ing. Bat one of the prisoners appeared, 
however, Miss Isabella Roney. During the 
night Mrs. Roney was taken sick. Her cries to 
her daughter,who was in the adjoining cell,for 
help, went unheeded, because it was supposed 
that she was playing a part. Gradually these 
cries ceased, and when daylight came the 
mother was dead. Miss Roney, therefore, ap- 

eared alone for sentence, and was given life 

imprisonment. The execution of her sentence 
was suspended until the result of her brother's 
appeal to the supreme court was known. She 
was treated with some little consideration.not 
being required to stay in the steel cage. 
About a month ago she escaped, and it was ten 
days before she was discovered in the country 
at the house of a relaiive. When approached 
by the sheriff, she cried, and said she thought 
strong men could find something better to do 
than hunting down a poor little girl. She was 
at once sent to the penitentiary camp in Jef- 
ferson county, where she will @ass her life. 
She is a woman of good figure, pretty face and 
might, under other circ umstances, have de- 
veloped into quite a different sphere. 

FIGHTING THE INEVITABLE, 

The appeal of Wi)lis Hudson to the supreme 
court was without effect. The court could dis- 
cover nothing but brutality in the crime, and 
confirmed the death verdict. At the late term 
of the superior court, Hudson was sentenced 
to be executed on the ]0th of July. 

Many citizens, having adoubt of Hudson’s 
sanity, signed a petition te Governor McDan- 
iel, asking that the sentence be commuted to 
life imprisonment. Local physicians, like- 
wise, signed certificates to the effect that Hud- 
s0n was a man of unbalanced mind. Upon the 
presentation of these papers, Governor Mc- 
Daniel ordered a respite until August seventh, 
and privately instructed Doctor Powell, of the 
state junatic asylum, to make investigation 
into the alleged lunacy. Doctor Powell 
Ne y -acted, a reported that 

ludson had perfect sense of 
right and wrong, and well knew what he was 
doing. Upon the reception of this report, 
Governor McDaniél] ordered that the execution 
should take place at the time specified. The 
news was received by Hudson with indiffer- 
ence. Theappeals of preachers he rejected, 
and his time up to the night betore his execu. 
tion, was passed in stolid indifference. 

THE EXECUTION. 

A crowd, variously estimated at from three 
to five thousand, assembled to witness the 
hanging. The gallows was erected back of 
the old cemetery, in a valley with sloping hills 
on either side, offering ample points for obser- 
vation. At 11:30 o'clock, a few strokes 
of the town bell announced that the proceasion 
was ready. The prisoner, in a carriage, ac- 
companied by the Reverends Corley and Riley 

‘end McLendon, and the sheriffs of Clay and 
Early counties, was going to the place of exe- 
cution under the military escort of the Fort 
Gaines Guards.

CUTTING'S SENTENGE FIXED, 


7.—[Special.] 


Larrpo, Texas, August, 
Great excitement was created among the 
citizens of this place today by the arrival of 
several detachments of Mexican troops at 
Kuevo Laredo, Mexico, last night. 

The rumor that heavy detachments of the 
Mexican army were 

MARCHING ON LAREDO 
reached the city at an early hour this morn- 
ing, and when the city wat fully awake the 
report seemed to be substantiated by the pres- 
exce of busy soldiers across the line. 

Noone Knew how many were there or how 
many more were to follow. Business was 
virtually at a standstill during the day, and 
all eres were turned tothe bayonets on the 
other side of the river.

FOUR HUNDRED MEXICAN TROOPS, 

They are principally infantry and artil- 
lery and ali through the Way have been 
busy taking observations and arranging for 
what sppears to be a long stay. Among 
the equipments brought with them ara sey- 
eral cannon which they placed in position 
early in the day. These guns are so sta: 
tioned as to 

COMMAND FORT M’INTOSH 
on the Texas side of the Rio Grande, and 
as broadside volley can be turned into this 
fort at a moment’s notice. The troops have 
taken the most commanding position on 
the Mexican 


frontier and are evidently 


not there with peaceful intention. It is not 
yet known whether any men are to follow, 
but it is rumored that detachments will be 
placed in the commanding positions all along 
the Rio Grande, so that if an attempt is 
made by troops of the United States to make 
eutrance into Mexico, they can be met with 
forcible resistance. 
GREAT INDIGNATION IS EXPRESSED 
ai this proceeding of the Mexican govern- 
ment. They consider that it is a flaunt of 
defiance at this government, in that negotia- 
tions have not yet sufficiently progressed 
to authorize such action. The Mexicans here, 
however. justify the course of their govern- 
ment by saying that, as matters stand, it is 
prudent that Mexico be in readiness for hos- 
tile entrance.

VOICE OF THE PRESS. 


The Sentiment of the Country as Expressed 
By the Press. 

Wishing to present the view of the repre- 
sentative American press in the pending trou- 
ble between the United States and Mexico, 
THE CoNSTITUTION yesterday telegraphed the 
editors of the following representative jour- 
nals, covering every section of the country, 
requesting them to wire their opinion as to the 
merits of the controversy. These views are 
fully presented in the telegrams below. 

As will be seen, there is but little diversity 
of opinion as the urgency of the administra- 
ion’s adopting a decided foreign policy. With 
butfew exceptions, these opinions are forcibly 
expressed:in favor of such procedure as will 
enforce the demand of the secretary of state. 

As will be observed, several 
of these opinions are based on the 
idea that Cutting would be released by the 
Mexican authorities, and thinking that that 
government would adopt a conciliatory policy, 
in granting his release, the pursuance of a 
similar course is deemed advisable for this 
government. Others, thinking that Cutting 
laid himself liable to Mexican law, hold that 
the United States should not have interested 
itgeif in the matter further than to have seen 
that the prisoner obtained a fair trial. 

The opinions presented below are based on 
the status of the controversy up to last night. 
Since they were received the affair has as- 
sumed a decidedly different and more threat- 
ening aspect. 

1. Mexican troops have been stationed aloug 
the Rio Grande. 

2. Cutting has been sentenced to a year’s 
imprisonment in the penitentiary and a fine 
of $600. 

3. It is reported that anticipating an at- 
tempt at forcible relief, the prisoner was 
rushed to the penitentiary last night to begin 
his term of imprisonment. 

It was probably through knowledge of what 
thissentence would be and fof the determina- 
tion to see it enforced that the Mexican au 
thorities begun in advance to establish its cor- 
don of soldiers along the Rio Grande. 

The press, speaking from yesterday 
morning’s more peaceful aspect of the ques: 
tion, expresses itself as follows: 


The New YorkSua. 
CUTTING A SMALLSUBJECT, BUT THE GOVERN: 
MENT MUST MAINTAIN ITS DIGNITY. 

New York, August 7.—[Special.]—The de- 
cision of the E] Paso judge, before whom Mr. A. 
K. Cutting has been tried, in no respect alters the 
international bearings of the case. The United 
States can have no dealings either with the execu- 
tive or the judiciary of the state of Chinuahua. 
This country will not derive its interpretations of 
the international law from the mouth of a petty, 
local, Mexican magistrate. Whatever may be the 
upshot of this affair, it is feared that Cutting was 
engaged in a disreputable and sneaking business, 
and he cannot pose asthe great American martyr. 
All the companies of voluateers raised 
from East port to Point Isabel, 
and offered to the government for the spe- 
cial purpose of stacking arms in the halls of the 
Montezumas, cannot obscure the fact that Cutting, 
in spirit if notin letter, violated the express pledge 
which he signed, to make reparation to the rival 
whom, for business purposes, he had libeled. If 
we goto war over him we go to war overthe 
smallest, meanest squabble ofthe century. Cutting 
seems to have been very feebly'defended in the 
trial, but ifso, this was his own fault, or perhaps 
rather his desire. He refused release on bail, and 
expressed the conviction that he would be rescued 
by a colump of United States soldiers. 
With the same ambitious aspiration 
he refused to defend himself in court, it is accord- 
ingly not surprising that attorney after attorney 
declined the judge’s appointment to serve a client 
who was benton ignoring them. Finally, how- 
ever, a young lawyer undertook the ungracious 
task, and he seems to have been completely 


floored by the citation of Mexican statutes, show-. 


ing that if Cutting violated his oath of reparation 
he could then be proceeded against under the orig- 
inal offense, and found guilty as he has been, and 
also by evidence that he had broken the stipula- 
tion with the courtin the retraction published in 
his oWPnewspaper by omitting the Spanish ver- 
sion, which owas the most important 
while intentionally lessening the effect even of the 
Fuglish, by typographical devices. All this, nev- 
ertheless, has little relationto the international 
view of the case. Mr. Bayard had made a demand 
for the immediate felease of this fellow citizen, 
and wholly apart from the law points involved, it 
seems likely that President Diaz will comply with 
the demand as soon as the sentence of Cutting 
gives him a chance to interpose a pardon. 


The New York Herald 
THIXKS THE FISHERMEN NEED MR. BAYARD’S AT- 
TENTION AND NOT CUTTING. 

New York, August 7.—({Special.]— 
Five or six ‘thousan¢ honest New England fish- 
ermen bave Leen harried and worried, put to ex- 
pense end loss, seized and driven about by Fag- 
lish cruisers since early in Mey, and they have 
appealed to Mr. Bayard for months iu vain for pro- 
tection. One man, clearly a vagabond and dis- 
reputable person, fails into troubie in Mexico 
through his own misconduct, and instantly, be- 
fore even there has been time for a thorough in- 
quiry into the circumstances of the case, Mr. Bay- 
ard imperiously demands hfs immediate release. 

Certainly, consideridg’ his own recent utter- 
ances, Mr. Bayard should have been less imper- 
ative, Considering his very great patience with 
the Canadian outrages, he should have been more 
patient with our W eak but friendly sister wepublic.

Cutting was provided with counsei, but in this re- 
spect he reems to have been very weil served as it 
is. Infact, the whole proceeding in court, as it 
is reported, seems to haye been orderly and 
dignified, and there is no evidence of any other 
intention on the part of the court than to admiais - 
ter justice. It is*possible‘that intview ofthe inter- 
ternational aspects of the case, the Mexican judge 
will be moved to impose a lighter penalty than he 
would inflict if Cutting were a Mexican, though 
we cannot demand that he shali do so.

AMERICAN COURTS ALONE CAN TRY 
AMERICAN SOIL. 


BALTIMORE, Md., August 7.—[Special.]— 
Cutting has been found guilty, and will probably 
receive a heavy sentence, and immediately after- 
ward receive the pardon of the Mexican president. 
This appears to be the programme, but the United 
States cannot accept such an evasion of the point. 
The point is that Cutting, an American citizen, is 
atrested on the charge of a misdemeanor commit- 
ted in the United States. There is no dispute 
about the jurisdictional facts in this case. The of- 
fense of Cutting was a misdemeanor under our law 
as well as under Mexicanlaw. It consisted in pub- 
lishinga libel. This libel was printed in an Ameri- 
can city and in the English language, although 
its object was toinjure a citizen of Mexico. The 
citizen of Mexicomight have sought redress in 
our courts, but it cannot be admitted that be can 
capture the American on the Mexican side of the 
frontier and try him ina Mexican court. Ameri- 
can courts only have jurisdiction in violation of 
law occurring on American soil, and no concession 
can possibly be made of American sovereignty in 
this particular. Totry Cutting, find him guilty, 
sentence and then pardon him will not be a satis- 
factory settlement. If the United States accepts a 
pardon it will be an admission of the right of Mex- 
ico to try and sentence. If she can try 
and pardon, she may try and execute tomorrow 
Nothing short of a disayowal of this claim by Mex- 
ico will be a settlement that America can accept. 
Secretary Bayaid has never conceded this claim to 
Mexico, but has carefully made explicit denial of 
it at every stage of the proceedings. Ifa few rein- 
forcements were to be sent to Fort Bliss, prepared 
to back up this demand by prompt action, the so- 
lution of the difficulty would be very much has- 
tened. The matter has now reached a point that 
admits of no trifling.

THINKS SUCH A WAR WOULD BE IN THE INTEREST 
OF AMERICAN BLACKGUARDISM. 

CuicaGco, IlL, August 7.—[Special.]—The 
most complete answer to Bayard’s assertion that 
Cutting’s offense was committed “wholly upon 
American soil" is fouad in the action of the Mex- 
ican courtin pronouncing the American culprit 
guilty. The Mexican government has attempted 
merely to enforce its laws against an offender who 
had abusedthe lenity previously shown him, The 
United Slates can hardly afford the disgrace of 
compelling Mexico to make alawfui, righteous act 
simply because she is an inferior power. Mexico 
bas nothing for which to apologize, and she should 
keep Cutting where he belongs. Bayard should 
preceed on his own initiative and responsibility, 
as the state department has ample power to extend 
the protection of the government to persecuted 
citizens abroad. Qn the state of facts presented by 
President Diaz, and only indirectly and evasively 
denied by Bayard, Mexico has a perfect right to 
the custody of Cutting. Cutting has shown him- 
relfalicentions libeler and a crgven trickster, 
who used the protection of American citizenship 
while seeking to violate the laws of Mexico, and 
itis time for Mr. Bayard to cease his extraordi- 
nary misrepresentations of the case. We fail to 
see anything in the final judgment of the Mexican 
court which will authorize any complaint on the 
part of Secretary Bayard, unless he is determined 
to make American blackguardism,more respecta- 
ble abroad than at home.

Texas, who suffers most along her un- 
protected border of a thousand miles, will not al- 
low the mere mercenary appeal for peace, coming 
from men peculiarly interested in Mexico and her 
lands, to dull the ear of honor and justice at 
Washington, 

Texas is as peacefully inclined a state ascan be 
found in the union, but she can’t be trampled on. 
She could not recklessly call down the horrors of 
a bloody war, but she would not purchase peace at 
the price of honor. This delay at Washington is 
most hurtful. Insolent Mexico is marshalling her 
troops under the very shadow of our fort. Texas 
positively insists that Bayard shall at once enforce 
his demand on Mexico, and peaceably if possible, 
but let him enforce.

UNITED STATES TROOPS §HOULD HAVE 
CROSSED THE RIO GRAND BEFORE NOW. 

New ORLEANS, August 7.—[Special.]—On 
the Mexican question the Picayune has spoken 
as follows: “It is our opinion that a forceof Amer- 
ican troops should have been marched over the 
frontier before the second demand for the surren- 
der of Cutting.

The Texas courts 
should be very careful of passing people over the 
border upon the demand of petty police officers 
from the other side. In fact, in extradition with- 
out a hearing before a United States court is whol 
ly anomalous and unwarranted.

LOOKS FOR CUTTING’S EARLY RELEASE. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., August 7.—[Special.]— 
The trial of Cutting appears from the reports, to 
bave been Conducted with due decorum. Cutting 
was found guilty under the Mexican law, of Mali- 
cious defamation of his rival editor, but sentence 
was not pronounced. Whatever may have been 
the early attitude of the local authorities toward 
Cutting, they seem now tobe proceeding with 
abundant fermality and caution.

Yet nothing has occured to indicate 
the position assumed by the department of state in 
its demand upon Mexico, and the signal of the 
Cutting trialand conviction is likely tobe his 
early release.

A THREATENED LOCKOUT. 


The Mill Presidents of Augusta Organized 
Against the Knights of Labor. 


Auguste, Ga., August 7. Operatives in 
the mills in Augusta on going to work 
this morning found posted notices that if the 
strike at the Augusta factory was not-erded 
avd if the operatives aid not go to work oa 


‘Monday every mill in Augusta would be shut 


down. These notices were signed by the miil 
presidents organized for protection against the 
Knights of Labor. This order doesnot include 
the Graniteville mills, though the latter mill 
belongs to the mill association. The Augusta 
factory operatives have been on strike four 
weeks with no prospect of settlement. It is 
not now known what action the Knights of 
Labor wili take. 

The situation is becoming serious and 
prompt action seems to be the Only way to 
settle the trouble. Whattife operatives will 
do remains to be seen, as they mettonight to 
discuss the situation. Reportsfrom the fac- 
tory settlements differ according to source, 
but a majority of the operatives, especially 
women and those not leading in the strike, 
seem to favor areturn to work. A division 
of sentiment among the knights is 
rumored and many little operatives 
declaim that trouble of the present character 
threatened or was possible when they joined 
the organization. Many citizens who sympa- 
thized with the operatives think that the 
executive committee should advise the opera- 
tives to go back to work. 

Rev. J. S. Meynardie, master workman of 
the Knights of Labor, was seen today and 
asked what he would do about the order and 
notification of the mill men. He said thatin 
such a case he would let the mills shut down. 

Midnight—The Knights of Labor went in ses- 
sion ear y in the evening and adjourned shortly 
before midnight. They rd the action of 
the mill presidents as a lockout, and will do 
the best they can. The Augusta factory oper- 
atives will not go back atthe old rates.. The 
mills will shut down and 3,700 operatives will 
be idle next week. The knights wili retaliate 
by a general boycott of all goods manufactured 
by the mills belonging to the combination, caus- 
ing this state of affairs. The worst has come. 
A general lockout is surely in store. Nearly. 
4,000 idlers will now be thrown on the public. 
It is terrible to contemplate the results that 
will follow this deplorable shutdown. It bas 
been learned that over one-third of the 
striking Augusta factory operatives are even 
now absent from the city andthe mill could 
not start up Monday even were the Knights 
of Labor willing that the strike should end 
by the operatives going back at the old wages, 
It is rumored that Mayor May, Councilman 
Conner and Master Wor 
in secret conference this evening, but nothing 
could be learned of the outcome of the con- 
ference, if one has really been bad, There is 


no excitement in the factory 
quarters, Men, women and children are 
lounging about their doorways since 


midnight, discussing the situation. The 
meeting of the knights was largely attended, 
but was remarkably orderly and business like. 

“This lockout,’ says Master Workman 
Meynordie, “is provided for by offr constitu- 
tion. It means a boycott and a bitter fight 
between labor and capital, The order will 
care for the strikers here’ 

There will be an exodus of operatives to 
the country Tuesday. Some will leave today, 
Sundsy, and vthers will follow tomorrow. 
Augusta knights say they can take no action. 
There constitution has marked out the course 
they must follow, and they will obey, let the 
corsequences be what they will.

THE PHILOSOPHER TSLLS ABOUT 
THE CROP PROSPECTS. 


The Old Red Bills of Georgia es Described ty the 
Rev. Sam Jones in a Recent Sermon—The Corn 
and Wheat Crop—PFather Adam as a Fare 
mer—The Philosepher at Home. 


The state agricultural society meets in our 
town this week, ‘They aro the farmers—not 
exactly the horny-handed sons of toil, who 
pull fodder and pick cotton and dig post holes, 
but they have it done, They boss, They 
follow the plow—afar off, maybe—but they 
follow it. They are comiug to take connsel 


together for the good of the order, There gre 


no politics in it, no slander, no trick, but it is 
all honest and friendly. It is too big a thing 
for politics. The good of the conndry de 
pends on it. If farming fails, everything fails. 
It is the base of all prosperity aud 
its foundation is the solid earth There are 
no strikes among the farmers—no boycotts— 
for the Creator is their employer and furnishes 


their suppljes. They depend upon Him for, 


sunshine and shower and have faith that the 
seasons will not fail. Old Father Adam was 
the first farmer, and I reckon he had a hard 
time of it— harder than we have, for the ground 
was cursed and brought fourth thorns and 
thistles. “Cursed be the ground for thy sake,” 
said the Lord. “In the sweat of thy brow 
shalt thou eat bread.” I reckon the 
bull nettles and tread safts and bamboo briers 
jestcome a teeming and kept the old fellow 
busy. For 930 years he wes reminded every 
day of that apple business. The contrast be- 
tween the beautifui garden of Eden and the 
stickery field was ever before him. But Cain 
couldu’t stand itat all. He never eat any apple 
and he was mad because he had to suffer for 
it. He was a farmer too, and had to work so 
hard, he begrudged what the old man told him 
to give to the Lord,and so he took his revenge 
on Abel, who was having an easy time 
sitting around in the shade and watching 
sheep. But-after the flood the Lord got sorry 
for man and said: “I will not again curse the 
ground for man’s sake for thé imagination of 
his heart is evil from his youth. But while 
the earth remaineth seed time and harvest 
eball not fail.” So it has always seemed to ma 
that the curse was then removed. At all 
events the farmers donot have a very hard 
time now. The land does very well, especially 
good land. Grass and weeds 
are rather frequent sometimes, 
but theyare no affliction. They keep the 
boys lively. Iftheydidn’t have anything to 
do but to put seed in the ground and gather 
tho crop they would be off in some develment 
half the time. Base ball wouldn’t be a eir- 
cumstance. Sam Jones’ couldn’t do a thitig 
with them. Idjeness is the parent of all vice. 
‘Work isablessing—work that is rewarded 
with success. Thereis no greater comfort 
than to see the corn green that we have plow- 
ed. Oxie of my chief delights is to go out 
every morning and peruse the- garden that I 
planted and worked. There is no curse there. 
There is no curse in toil, and sweat of the toil 
has a good reward. I love to plan and to 
build. If Aladin would lend me his lamp I 
would not build a palace in a night; [ had 
rather be a year about it. It isso nice to see 
it grow into beauty day by day and week by 
week. Mrs. Arp says that I am awfully afraid 
I will hurry up tomething: but she 
won’t think so when she comes back home 
sgain, for I’ve been fixing to surprise 
her. She won’t know this old house when she 
getsin sight ofit, and will drive on by, I 
reckon. She won’t recognize the green blinds 
and the brown casings, and the whitewashed 
fence in front. We are making clean the out- 
side of the platter, anyhow. I was sitting 
hehind the honeysuckle vine yesterday, aud 
some fellers come along in a wagon, ang tay 
gazed and looked.and I beard ¢ ; " iedectneas 
“Well, sir,ifold Reel fhe umewtmpryene orf 
of hees house!” — was driving steers, and 
ro career he moved. A mancan drive 
stee’Wuntil he talks just like they look, and 
he wouldent strike a trot to get out ofa thuny 
der storm. 
It will do these low-country farmers gool 


to see the big corn in our Bartow valleya. It 


wasent this part ofthe country that Sam 
Jones was talking about when he spoke of the 
bare hills of Georgia that couldent make but 


three or four bushels of corn 
to the a*re. There are some 
such hills, I reckon, and the folks who 


live there are awful poor and no account. 
Whether they drink whisky for consolation 
because the hills are so bare or whether the 
hills are bare because they drink whisky, I 
don’tknow. A little of both I reckon. Bat 
Brother Jones wasjast making a‘case to fit 
the occasion and had to fudge a little. We all 
dothat, Thetruth is, the bare old hills of 
Georgia have come to the front since the war. 
Seme farmers moved off and left them and 
the war k;illed off so many more that 
these old hills had no attention and grew up 
in pines, aud the pine straw fell year after 
year and muiched the ground, and it became 
renewed in its youth, and is now about the 
best cotton land we have. The hills of middle 
Georgia that would not have sold for one dol- 
lar an acre are now worth ten or twenty. Na- 
ture does her work slow, but itissure, But I 
am glad these visiting brothers won’t see our 
wheat crop, for I don’t believe that Brother 
Jones missed the fignres very much on wheat 
this year. 

It was 2 miserable failure. There was 
enough of it as it was, I reckon, for the 
millers don’t even look at your samples. 
Rowland made thirty-seven bushels on twelve 
acres, and suys he wishes he had made leas 
than be did. One of my nabors says the 
thresher charged a tenth for threshing, and 
he dident make enough to pay thetoli. But 
these visiting farmers won’t suffer for biscuit. 
Our folks are shifty, crop or no crop, 
and can entertain a friend pretty well for 
aday ortwo. Talk ebout poverty. There 
is none of it around me. Our people are not 
rich, and have few luxuries, but they are not 
poor like the folks we read about. There are 
enough vegetables in my gerden tosupply the 
Kimball house, and I can’t give them away. 
Everybody I ask tells methey have got plenty. 
What a pity that these bountiful supplies 
could not be put within reach of those who 
need them. Why should anybody suffer when 
the world makes more than it can consume. 
The time will come, I believe, when cheap 
and swift transportation will remedy 
allthis. When there will be a railroad in 
every valley and not far from every man’s 
door. When they will carry everything we 
have to spare tothe places where they are 
needed, Weare eating pears today thata 
good friend shipped from Thomasville yester- 
day morving. Ibe LeConte pear that is en- 
riching those good people {seems to be the 


only pear that is proof against 
the Viight. A gentleman wrote 
me the other day to know what 


would remedy the blight in apple trees. I 
wish I did know but I don’t. My own are af- 
fected and though they say use sulphur, I don’t 
know exactly how and haven't got faith, 
Trees have their epidemics just like animals, 
The postoaks are dying all over our hills and 
that never happened before in this country, 
The sycamores died two years ago, but they 
are coming again, Such is life and such is 
death.

The Mexican Muddle. 

Mexico has at last answered Secretary 
Bayard’s frequent demands for the release 
of Cutting, by sending a detachment of 
ite army to the Rio Grande and leveling its 
gons in command of Fort McIntosh. With 
this point covered itis reasonable to pre- 
sume that other vantage grounds along the 
river will seon be held, and that Mexico 
will ere long be in command of the Rio 
Grande. 

Cutting, the three dereands for whose 
release have been disdainfully ignored, bas 
been sentenced to pay a heavy fine and serve 
a yeer at hard labor, and it was reported 
that he would be rushed to the penitea- 
tiary last night to gaard against possible 
interference. 

itis said that the slander which Catting 
published in Texas, was circulated by him 
in person in Mexico, and that in so doing 
he laid himself amenable to the Mexiean 
law. Itis further said that Cutting is a 
wortblees, vindictive,and rascally blackguard 
who does not merit protection and should 
not be thus encouraged in his effort to en- 
“gender strife. Be this as it may, the. fact 
remains that Secretary Bayard has three 
times formally demanded his release, witich 
demand in each instance has been ignored. 
In refusing. to comply with Secretary Bay- 
ara’s peremptory demand Mexico sends a 
detachment of troops to the Rio Grande and 
levels her guns on Fort McIntosh. 

It now behooves the administration in 
Washington to do one of two things—with- 
draw the demand for Cutting’s release or 
enforce it by such measures as may become 
necessary. The question has arisen above 
the personality of Cutting and has assumed 
euch proportions as involves the future pro- 
tection of American citizens by foreign 
powers. 

It may be that the administration is satis- 
fied that it bas erred in its demand for the 
release of Cutting; if so, its ouly course is 
to at once acknowledge it and withdraw the 
order, before Mexico grows unbecomingly 
exultant in its thrice-repeated defiance of 
Americen authority. 

The newspapers of the country are 
by wo means solid on the question 
of our Mexican relations. It is awus- 
ing to rend eouie of the arguments at- 
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vanced .in favor of the peace at any 
price policy. We ought not to protect Cut 
tiny; it‘is said, because he is a worthless citi- 
zen. We must not raise a row over the 
murder of Rassures because he was charged 
with being a horse thief, We must think of 
our commercial interests. There is neither 
glory or profit in a war with Mexico, What 
is the use of fighting when we can claim 
demages for the murder of our citizens? 
Why should we fight Mexico when we have 
allowed Canada to seizeour ships and perse- 
cute our fishermen withent even retaliating? 

Fortunately these argumentg do not have 
much weight. Thé attitude of Secretary 
Bayard and Governor Ireland leads us te 
hope thatthe Mexican government will be 
handled without gloves in this matter, and 
forced not only'to make ample amends for 
ite past copduet, but to give satisfactory 
pledges of good behavior in the future. A 
back-down on our own part will only bring 
us more trouble. 


A Deplorable State of Affairs. 

The local option campaign in Mississippi 
grows warmeras it proceeds. In some coun- 
ties the feeling on both sides is as bitter as 
it was in the most stirring period of recpn- 
struction. 

Unfortunately, there seems to be a disposi- 
tion to shut off a fair discussion of the issues 
involved, and to carry the elections by ball- 
dozing and methods little short of actual vi- 
olence. 

Ata recent meeting of the Hinds county 
prohibitionists, resolutions were adopted 
charging the liquor men with massing the 
blacks against the whites. The resolution 
says: 

That looking alone to the interest of our coun- 
try and both races inhabiting it we do in solema 
and terrible earnestness, resolve to carry said elec- 
tion forthe cause of prohibition. 

We hereby announce that we will never stand 
idly by and see whisky votéd on this county by 
the few whites who have espoused the~cause of 
whisky and the masses of misguided celored votes 
of said county. 

We hereby call upon every man in Hinds county 
who hasadropof Caucasian blood in his veins 
and the best class of colored people to stand by us 
in this great evil. 

Weappeal to all classes of our citizens and of 
hpth sexes to use every means in their power to 
carry said electicn. 

On the other hand, the antis allege tht 
they have been very unfairly treated by the 
prohibitionists. An anti prohibition meet- 
ing at Forrest Hill was visited by a 
crowd of armed prohibitionists, who de- 
manded a division of time, but were refused. 
The intruders then began interrupting the 
speakers to such an extent that they broke 
up the meeting. Among these armed prohi- 
bitionists, were a preacher, a deputysheriff 
and ajustice of the peace. They fired some 
fifty or more pistol shots as they rode off, 
with a view to frightening the negroes. 

Now, it goes without saying that the peace 
of the state is in danger when a campaign is 
carried onin this style. Unless more moderate 
counsels prevail it is to be feared that there 


} will be bloody collisions between the ‘‘wet’’ 


and ‘‘dry’’ men before the elections are over. 
All this is wicked and foolish. Arguments 
and ballots will settle almost any question 
more.satisfactorily than gunpowder.

A Chance for Genuine Civil Service 
Retorm. 

Our able and esteemed compositors yester- 
day morning changed the name of Miss 
Meikleham, Jefferson’s great-granddaughter, 
to ‘‘Miss Merkleham.’’ ‘This, however, 
makes no great difference. The able and 
esteemed compositor may change a name, 
but he cannot change facts. Miss Meikle- 
ham, who was ignueminiously fired from the 
patent effice, has been reinstated, and her 
reinstatement has been as prompt as her dis- 
missal, which shows that there is something 
exceedingly rotten in the application of the 
civil service rules. 

Asa matter of fact Miss Meikleham was 
removed by a board of republicans. No 
inquiry was made as to whether she was 
an efficient or inefficient clerk. Under the 
noble system of civil service reform in vogue 
in the departments, the only inquiry was, 
has the lady apy backers? Ifso, how many? 
Miss Meikleham had no partisans to support 
her claims; she had no backers; consequently 
the -great republican civil service reform 
board employed by the democratic adminis- 
tration to discriminate in such matters, con- 
cluded that it hada very soft snap indeed, 
and Miss Meikleham was sent a-whirling.

as surgeon, and passed the ordeal brilliantly and 
iriumphantly. She soon recognized the field that 
lay open to herinthe Egyptian harems, to which 
mee-+urgeons were Dot admitted, and where wo- 
mén stuficred unspeakable torments for the lack of 
proper attendance, At Cairo she speedily estab- 
lished a large practice and had évery prospect of 


- doing well, but her habits of dissipation had been 


formed early—had become rooted and were un- 
conquerable. She plunged into inconceivable de- 
beucher, such as would nothaye been possible 
anywhere else, and the history of her life there 
would not be admiited tothe pagesof even a 
chronique scataleasse. Her career of vice euded 
finally ic an Egyptian madhouse, and her sufler- 
ings in that horrible place were as great as her ex- 
cesses bad been. Aftersix monthsofthis severe 
but salutery regimen, she recovered her miad, but 
never forgave her heartlessand disreputable Le- 
vantine friends who hastily thrust her out of sight 
2nQ mind into the horrors of an asylum. 

Her career in Egypt wavover, But she could not 
return to Europe, aud nothing was létt Mer but the 
French possessions in Asia. Ehe{madeher way 
out to the French colony in Coehin China. Here 
her talants and her beauty, whitch despite the lifs 
she had led in Egypt and her sufferings iu the mad 
house had never tailed, won her instant recogni- 
tion, and she was in great demand among women. 
The. old queen‘mother at Annam had been 
blind for years, and hailed with delight the pros- 
pect of relief held out to her by the French a 
Clap. Mme. Ribart died sudaenly the day before 
the operation was to be periormed, the result, as 
supposed, of the strains upon her health which her 
Egyptian experiences had entailed. She was still 
young and had prospects of redeeming the past, 
for her talents in her difficult profession were great 
and undoubted. Probably no European woman 
ever knew so much of the inner lifeofthe harem 
in the east and its dark side as this ex-grisette.

THAT ISWHAT TOBE JACKSON RE- 
CEIVED. YESTERDAY. 


The Great Cartersville Dynamiter is Placed on Trial 
Charged with Trying toBlowup Judge Col- 
lins’s Resideice with Dynamite-Tie 
Evidence is Enough te Convict. 


Tobe Jackson, the Cartersville dynamiter, 
was sentenced-to the Georgia penitentiary for 
a term of ten yeara, yesterday by Judge Fain, 


_of the Bartow superior court, the sentence be- 


ing Jackson’s reward for dynamiting Jadge 
Aaron Co]line’s residence iu Cartersville last 
Jammary. 

The sentence of the court will be carried 
out. 

When the year 1886 was ushered in Tobe 
Jackton wasan unknown country man, whose 
name had never been heard of beyond the 
limits of Bawton cotinty, but té@ay he can 
boast of being one of the most notoriously and 
extensively known mien in the state, Within 
a period of six months he has passed from ob- 
scurity into renown, and has raised his name 
from the neighborhood of his home to the 
width.and readth of the land. 

On the night of Friday, January 1886, 
some one placed a large dynamite bomb on the 
front porch of the residence of Judge Aaron 
Collins, a United States commissioner, and 
by sOme means unknown caused its explosion. 
The explosion was accompanied by a terrific 
shock which aroused néarly the entire city 
and in a few seconds half the male popula- 
tion was around the place. The front portion 
of the residence; was considerably shattered 
while window glass were almost redaced to 
powder. When the explosion occurred Judge 
Collins and his estimablelady were in bed. 
The bed was very near the front wall of the 
buirding and only a few feet from the spot up- 
on which the dynamite bomb 
bad been placed. The shock 
acted upon them for a second like a paralytic 
stroke, but by the time their friends reached 
them they were both able to niove about, bat 
were in a terribly confused condition, Dyna- 
mite, though a dangerous and deadly destruc. 
tive agency. was a familiar one to the people 
of Cartersville, for it had been used about the 
city before. The people who congregated 
about the shattered residence were at a loss

but traces of dynamite were soon detected, 
and then the good people’s indignation knew 
no bonnds and instant and terrible vengence 
was sworn against the party or parties who 
had done the work. 

It was necessary, however, to ascertain who 
did the work and then catch them before evi- 
dence could be obtained. 

But the law has been equal to both of these 
requirements. 

Soon after Bartow county went dry a blind 
tiger was established in the place, and those 
who wanted liquor had notrouble in obtaining 
it. The law-abiding citizens were opposed to 
the blind tigers, and, in their efforts to break 
them up, became satisfied that Tobe Jackson 
had been manipulating one of them and caused 
his arrest. He was carried before Judge Col- 


lins, by whom he was bound over, Subse- 
quently he was arrested on the same 
charge and again bound over and again 


the same thing oceurred. Jackson did not 
rclish the strict account to which Judge Col- 
lins wanted to held him and made frequeut 
threats. 

W hen these things recurred to the wrfit@ of 
the people they quickly declared that Jac&son 
had exploded the dynamite on Judge Collius’s 
pace, as @ means Of getting even. The belief 
became generyal and before breakfast the next 
morning there was a universal cry for Jack- 
son’s arrest. Governor McDaniel was Visited 
by a delegation of citizens and a result of the 
visit was the offering of a reward of $250 for 
Jackson’s arrest. Detectives and blood hounds 
were put upon Jackson’s track 
within a few hours, and 
for two days the chase was kept up. Jackson 
was thoroughly femiliar with the coun+ry and 
led the bloodhounds and detectives around the 
country at will. Onthe second day’s chase 
oneofthe blocdhounds, “Old Nig,” became 
separated from the pursuing party and for a 
time it was generally believed that Jackson 
had captured the dog. The public not only 
in Georgia but all over the country became 
deeply interested in the chase and the papers 
were closely scanned every day for telegrams 
from Nig Simpson, the detective, who led the 


pursvit. Simpson and “Old Nig,” the blood- 
hound, were made fatmous by the 
chase. Jackson managed to elude 


them and got away. A few weeks later he 
appeared near Cartersville and sent a messen- 
ger to Gus Fite, an attorney, to meet him ont 
of town with shot guns. Soon after this Jack- 
son went to Texas. He was arrested and De- 
tective Kd Murphy went after him but Jack- 
son escaped as he was passing through Chatta- 
nooga en route home. Later he arranged to 
surrender himself and one morning when it 
suited his convenience walked into Carters- 
ville and was soon at liberty on bond. 

Some four weeks the marshal of the town 
found it necessary to arrest Bryant Strickland, 
aresident ofthe place Jackson was a rela- 
ative of the marsbal and was commanded to 
aidj in the asrest.. Strickland resisted and 
was killed, and for his killing several persons 
were arrested. Among others was Jackson, 
who was unable to give a $3,000 bond required 
for his part in the killing, He passed the time 
in jail, and on Thursday was taken out for 
trial on the charge of dynamiting. Of the 
trial the following special tells: 

THE STORY OF HIS TRIAL. 

CARTERSVILLE, August 7.—[Specia].]--Tobe 
Jackson was put on triai Thursday morning 
on the charge of dynamiting the dvwell- 
ing of Judge Aaron Collins, The testimony 
showed that Jackson had several 
said that something would have to be done to 
stop the numerous warrants that were being 
issued against bim and others, and thought 
that blowing up Judge Collins was the way to 
stop it; that several meetings were held to de- 
vise means to accomplish their ends, Judge 
Colline, My Starling Roberts and A. W. Fite 
were to be removed, but the means to be em- 
ployed were not agreed upon. It was shown 
that Jackron’s associates had been seen with 
dynamite cartridges which he said he was 
going to use, but that particu- 
lar time had been 
the work,but it was understood that it should 
be done. The witnesses told their tale with 
coolness and no amount of cross-examining 


| could demoralize them. They were not em- 


barrassed at al], butto the contrary seemed 
to be possessed of secrets that they did not 
wish to divulge and gave answers only as the 
attorneys demanded them. The testimony 
indicated strongly that a plot had been ,ma- 
tured to remove Judge Collins, Gus Fate and 
a Mr. Roberts. 

The first day was almést consumed in ob- 
taining ajury. The defense was represente d 
by Messre. Baker, Heyward aud At‘away and 
the proseeution by Colonel Graham and So- 
licitor J. W. Harris,Jr. The trial wasconclod 4 
this sfiernoon. After an able charge by Judge 
Fain, the jury retired about 4:30 o’clock and 
remained out about one hour, and brought in 
a verdict of guilty. Judge Fain then sen- 
tenced Jackson to ten years in the penitentia- 
ry. The jury was composed of solid farmers, 
and by their verdict they have set their sea! 
of condemnation upon the lawlewne:s 
in this county. The speeches of 
countel on both sides were very 
able, bat the coneluding argument for 
the prosecution by Colonel J. W. Harris, Jr. 
wes one of the grandest efforts of his life, and 
bas never been surpassed in eloquence and 
convincing arguments, moving many of the 
audience to tears. The verdict gives ore 
satisfaction.

quarter ofa mile to the village cemetery, 
which is just across the railroad on a rise of 
ground. After the brief ceremonies at the 
grave the special train left for New York, and 
thousands who had gathered to pay a tribute 
of respect to Samuel J. Tilden lingered a phile 
and then departed.

It is claimed 
that prominent directors of this company have 
been large buyers of the stock for months past, 
and from that fact the impression grows that some 
sort of an extra dividend in cash, scrip or certifi-

Summer is always a dull season in business, and 
this will be no exception to the rule, but there is 
apparent a hopeful, healthy feeling all over the 
country, and we expect to see measures prelimi- 
bary to an active revival constantly cropping out. 

The discussion of state banks is becoming prom- 
inent, and, if kept up in an intelligent way, will 
result in bringing about the end so much desired, 
and which will be of such great benefit to 
our southern country. If the restrictive 10 per 
cent tax on state bank issues was removed, our 
legislators have wisdom and honesty sufficient to 
enact laws making them as absolutely safe and re- 
liable as are the notes issued under the preseut 
national banking system.

Late in the afternoon the girl, who had 
been up town, turned into the alley to go to 
her home. From the entrance to the alley 
the girl found a nearer route to her home 
through Flewellyn’s lot, and, notwithstanding 
her knowledge of the dog, she chose that 
route. Asshe passed through the lot the dog 
started after her and the girl began to run.

Thedog was driven away after a desperate 
fight with the child’s mother, leaving the 
child upon the ground in a senseless condi- 
tion. Her clothing was torn to shreds 
and was covered with blood. The mother 
carried her child into the house and a physi- 
cian was sent for, Several responded to the 
call, They found the child stillin a sense- 
less condition, and passed a great deal of time 
in trying torevive her. Then the wounds 
were found to be extremely bad. The child 
had been terribly bitten about the hips, arms 
and neck. The wounds were not only ugly, 
but of a character that promise to be danger- 
ous, and in the opinion of the physicians are 
serious. 

While the physicians were working with 
the child, a great many people hearing of the 
affair congregated about the building and in- 
tense excitement prevailed. An officer was 
sent for and the mother beapes that the dog 
be killed. The officer found the dog on his 
own premises and declined to kill him until 
so instructed by the chief. The necessary in- 
ee were received and four bullets killed 
the dog.

When properly 
handled a shoe isj a dangerous implement Jof 
warfare, and it seems that she was as expert 
with the shoe as Bonaparte was with an army.
